serted in the door of the ash pit or
can be swung around out of the way.
A stop cock regulates the flow of wa
ter from the reservelr to the aprin-
kler.

It often happens that the man who
tands the furnace wants to sift the
ashes and recover the good conrl at the
same time that he rakes the fire
down and builds it up fresh. When
the ashes are redhot this ls an un-
pleasant, if not practically impossibie,
operation. The sprinkling davice here
shown overcomes this diffieulty and
also acts as an efMclent protection
from fires resuiting from the removal
of too hot ashes.
